T imagine that most of you have received a copy of the new "TV-FM DXing Hor~ 
izons. I found it very interesting. I noticed that in British Colvmbia a method 
éf television reception is used which I also use. This particular station in Bee, 
is 95 miles away from the point of reception and only overates on 3,300 watts. 
The method of reception is diffraction. See illustration below. I receive. KVIP 
channel seven in Redding, California at 2 distance of 130 miles all the-time. How 
ever this station operates with a power of 112,000 watts and its transmitter is nearly 
7,000 feet above sea level. The diffracting peak I use is Mt. Ashland, oddly enough 
as I sometimes use it for DXing field traps. I+ is about sevon miles from me by air. 
‘This peak is over 7,000 feet high. It was pointed ou’ in Mr. Cooper's magazine that 
the diffracting peak should be able ts be scen from bota the transmitter and the 
point of réception. This is not so at my location as Mt. Ashland is over 120 miles 
awav from KVIP's transzitter and the Siskiyou Mountain range is in between. How- 
ever oh Mt. Ashland several thousand microvolts of signal are available and that 
diffinitely helps. Below is a diagram explaining diffraction. 
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A. This is the transmitter. B. This is the diffracting peak. The peak actually 
focauses the signal down toward the sntenna at the point of reception, instead 

- ef letting the signal continue in a straight line. 

G, This is the point of receoption. In most cases the signal is generally weak 
reauiring amplification at the antenna. 4 my location channel seven in Redding, 
Galifornia, has a signal strenght of about 40-50 microvolts. AS of yet, I do not 
have any type of booster or antenna other than a ten~c.lement chinnel seven yaggi. 
Thats about all for this month. I welcome mail with open arms. Best of DX&/3's.

The wether is of interest to all, especially to those who make

But what about ‘the other 5% of the population and TV stations??

“weather extras"®, This is where this special article comes in, 
saluting station WIVT-13 in: Tampa-St. Petersburg, Florida,..an 
"elite" station. .
